No man can guaran 
tee to maintain peace. Peace is 
not something that a nation can 
achieve by itself. It also depends 
on what some other ‘couritry does, 
It is neither practical, nor desirable, 
to adopt a foreign program commit- 
ting the United States to future ac- 
tion under unknown circumstances. 

‘The best that we can do is to 
decide what principle shall guide us. 

“Yor me, that principle can be 
simply defined: 

“Ip the foreign polloy of the 
United States, as in its domestic 
policy, I would do everything to 
defend American democracy 
and I would refrain from doing 
anything that would injure it, 
“We must not permit our emo | 

tlons—our sympathies or hatreds—
